Prepare Fabrics 
Approximate finished size: 17" diameter. 


Cut one 20" square from the white fabric for the 
centerpiece top, reserving the remaining section for the 
backing. 


Cut six 9" x 12 4" rectangles from the black fabric for 
the embroidered background panels. 


Stabilize the white and black fabric pieces using spray 
starch or starch alternative, such as Best Press. 


Prepare White Centerpiece Top 
Mark the centerpiece top. (A gridded pressing surface 
is ideal for the next steps.) 


Fold the white square in half diagonally, aligning the 
long fold on a horizontal grid line and the center point 
on a vertical grid line. 
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Pin the layered upper corners and the lower fold at the 
vertical center line. 


Now fold one lower outer point up. 
Fold the remaining point up, overlapping the other 
equally. 





Press the folds with an iron for six discernible 
divisions. 


Open the pressed fabric square. Using an erasable 
fabric marking pen or pencil, draw on the long pressed 
lines for better visibility. 


Adda mark on each line %" from the center 
intersection. 


Embroider a Background Panel and 
Appliqué Design 


Print templates of the appliqué design you wish to use. 
I used design #RVA111. 


NOTE: 

Although you can use conventional printer paper 
to print templates, using Translucent Foundation 
Paper allows you to see through the paper, making 
it easier to align the designs. Be sure to trim away 
excess paper from around the design for easier 
arranging. I enhanced the center crossmarks 

of the template with a colored pen; it made 
placement of the template even easier. 


Align the template center with the long marked line on 
the centerpiece fabric and the tip of the printed design 
in line with the %4" mark. 


Position and secure template(s) with Sewer’s Fix-it 
Tape. 





Cut a piece of non-woven wash-away stabilizer the 
same size as a black fabric rectangle. 


Hoop the stabilizer and the black fabric rectangle 
together in the hoop with the fabric on top.

Embroider your selected background design using 
a bold thread color. I used design # RVA142 and 
turquoise thread color 1094. 





Now select your desired appliqué design and stitch 
Color 1 using 1001 white thread, or a thread color that 
matches the centerpiece top fabric. 





When embroidery of Color 1 is complete, remove the 
hoop from the embroidery unit, but do not unhoop the 
fabric. 


Position the centerpiece top over the embroidered 
background, aligning the template over the stitched 
outline. Pin fabric in place, being careful to keep pins 
well away from the embroidery area. 





Reattach hoop to embroidery unit. Repeat Color 1 to 
secure the layers together. Embroider color 2 in the 
same bold thread color as the background embroidery. 


With the appliqué now complete, unhoop the fabrics. 
Carefully trim the inner area of the design on the right 
side of the centerpiece. 
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Also trim away the excess background fabric from the 
underside of the centerpiece. 





Repeat steps to complete remaining five designs. 


Rinse and soak the centerpiece top to remove all the 
wash-away stabilizer. Allow to air dry. Press, if needed. 


Trim centerpiece top to an approximate 17" - 18" 
circle, keeping the embroidered design centered. The 
yard stick compass is a handy tool for marking this size 
circle. 


Layer, Quilt, and Bind the Centerpiece 
Place the reserved backing fabric, wrong side up, on a 
work surface. 


Position the batting over the backing fabric. Then 
center the embroidered centerpiece top over the layers. 


Pin baste layers together, using curved basting pins. 


Set up the sewing machine for quilting. Replace 
embroidery needle with a quilting needle. A walking 
foot can be helpful, keeping all the layers feeding 
evenly.

Stitch close to the bold colored thread, around each 
embroidered design. Then stitch 2" away from the 
outer curved edges of the designs. Stitch two more 
rows, each %" from the previous row of stitching, 
creating a simple echo pattern. 


Remember to remove the basting pins as you quilt. I 
used the edge of my presser foot as my guide for the 
echo stitching. 


Baste a generous %" along the outer edge of the 
centerpiece. 


Trim excess batting and backing even with the 
centerpiece top. 


Bind the centerpiece following the downloadable 
instructions, free, at www.nancysnotions.com/ 
dimeV 105 , or use your favorite technique.

I recently visited one of my favorite 
places, the Hagerman National

I chose an unexpected material for 
the appliqué fabric: lace. The lace 
is cream colored with a repeatable 
flower pattern. 





The effect is a blue sky and grass. 
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Once the lace dried, I was ready 
to stitch the t-shirt. I used the 
Baby Lock Alliance, Snap Hoop 
Monster and polymesh water 
soluble stabilizer. You can stitch 
the shirt using your own brand of 
embroidery machine—but I do 
encourage you to use a Snap Hoop 
Monster for ease of hooping. 


I positioned the lace carefully 
on the circle placement stitch to 
maximize the transition from blue 


to green. 


I continued stitching until the 
design was complete.

I made a heart-shaped appliqué 

5 %" wide in embroidery software. 
While I'm not necessarily fond of 
wearing hearts on my shirts—I 
thought it would be good to 
challenge myself! I added a 
Hexagon pattern inside the heart 
appliqué shape. 


For the lesson on creating the 
shape and filling it with the 
Hexagons pattern, visit Eileen’s 
Machine Embroidery Blog. Search: 
Fascinator. 


I chose a different style of lace that 
looks more like tulle with a subtle 
line pattern. For dramatic effect, I 
spray painted it black. 


a ae 





Of course, if you already have black 
lace, use it! My goal was to use 
what I have and adapt it to what I 
want. If you've priced lace, it can 
add up—and I love having 
one-of-a-kind pieces. 


I stitched the heart appliqué on the 
center of the shirt. 


Then I downloaded the free 


design from Kreations by Kara. 
It’s on their Freebies page in the 
2013 section. It is the free design 
for the month of April. (The 

file name is Kbkfreeapril2013_ 
abstractlineflowers) 





If you examine the free design 
from Kreations by Kara closely, the 
shape works as a corner design. 

In embroidery software, I rotated 
the design 90 degrees. When the 
design is in this position it reminds 
me of a fascinator. 


I saved the design and printed a 
template. 
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I auditioned the template on the 
still hooped shirt, placing the 
delicately angled fascinator design 
on the ‘head’ of the heart appliqué.

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I stitched the design. 


I loved how the shirt turned out. 
But it needed more. I used the 
embroidered Hexagons as a guide 
to hand-sew clear beads to the 
shirt. No measuring or marking 
was needed. The Hexagons made 
it easy to evenly place the beads. 
It’s a subtle touch but it elevates the 
shirt into a different category of

Read all of the pattern directions and use a %” seam 
allowance throughout unless otherwise stated on the 
pattern guide sheet. 


At the Cutting Table 

Before cutting out the pattern, lay the Bodice Front section 
on the fabric to determine the approximate size and 
placement of the design that will be used for the bodice 
section. Cut out a section from the fabric that will fit in the 
largest hoop (180mm x 300mm). Hoop the fabric on the 
straight of grain. 


Cut out a section from the Baby Lock Tear-Away stabilizer 
larger than the hoop. Hoop the stabilizer and the white 
fabric section so that the fabric is centered in the hoop. 


Cut out the remaining pattern sections by following the 
directions on the pattern guide sheet. 
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At the Machine 

Set the machine up for embroidery. 
Click on Embroidery Edit to gain 
access to the built-in embroidery 
designs. Select Exclusives, Scroll 
Styles category and select the sixth 
design as shown in the illustration 
below. Click on Set. 


To edit the design, click on 
Rotate and select rotate 90° right. 
Move the design to the top of the 
embroidery field. 





To add the second design to the 
embroidery field, click on the Add 
option and select the same design. 
Rotate and move this design 

in the same manner as the first 
design that was selected. Leave 
approximately 4" between the two 
designs as shown in the following 
illustration. Click on Close and 
then Embroidery. 





Attach the hoop to the embroidery 
unit. Use black embroidery thread 
for the first two colors and white 
thread for the third. The next three 
colors are for the second design 
and should be embroidered as in 
the first design. 


After the embroidery is complete, 
remove the hoop from the 
embroidery unit, release the fabric 
from the hoop and tear away the 
stabilizer from the back of the 
embroidery. Press the fabric to 
flatten the design.

In my haste to complete my 
pretty new tunic, I neglected to 


photograph the following steps 
The steps for an actual garment 
are the same but you will have 
to take care to keep excess fabric 


out of the sewing area. 





Embroidery 

Mark the vertical center of 

the tunic with chalk or other 
removable marker. Center the 
template on the tunic neckline, 
positioning the top of the design 
as close to the neck binding or 
ribbing. 
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Hoop adhesive water soluble stabilizer. Remove the 
protective paper and position the center neckline on 
the sticky stabilizer. Retrieve the FlorBorder design. 
Position the needle over the template’s cross hair. 
Remove the template. Omit color 1 and stitch the 
remainder of the design. 


Remove the hoop from the machine and the tunic 
from the stabilizer. Hoop a fresh piece of adhesive 
water soluble stabilizer. Remove the protective paper. 
Attach the hoop to the machine and stitch color 1, the 
placement marks at the top of the design, on the sticky 
stabilizer. 





Place the hoop under PAL, aligning the horizontal 
beam with the top of the stitched placement marks 
and vertical beam with the center placement mark. 
Position the tunic on the stabilizer under the beams, 
aligning the beams with the stitched placement marks 
at the bottom of the first border. Also keep an eye on 
the marked vertical center of the tunic. You want the 
vertical beam of PAL to align with this mark. 
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To confirm the placement, place the template under 
the beam. 





Finishing 
Follow the manufacturer's instructions for washing 
away the stabilizer. 





Sew a length of trim next to the border on each side to 
complete the design. 


Remove the template and finger press the tunic to the 
stabilizer. Carefully transport the hoop to the machine 
and complete the design.

Embroidery 
Stitch the first color of the 
embroidery design, the Zipper 
Placement Stitch, on to the 
stabilizer.

Beginning at the bottom left, click 
in the corner, move the mouse 
across the grid to the lower right 
corner and click. 


Move up one grid row, click, move 
to the left border along the grid, 
click, move up one row, click, and 
so forth, until you come to the edge 
of the ring. 





The idea is to create one 


continuous line that moves from 
left to right, going up and down to 
form the art shape. 


Begin with an easy shape: a circle. 
Use the Artwork / Ellipse tool 

to create a 3" circle. Copy / Paste 
the circle and make the second 
one 2". Select both, Center Align, 
and Group; I will refer to this 
group as the ring. Using Artwork 
/ Rectangle, hold down the CTRL 
key while drawing a 4" square. The 
square acts as the border. Place 
the ring inside the square either 
centered or off center. 





Anything we can draw with 
a pencil, we can draw with 
thread, right? The blocks 
featured on this tote are the 
result of that inspiration. 


Click on the left outside of the 
ring where the ring meets the grid, 
click on the upper grid row about 
midway within the ring, click on 
the right outside ring where it 
meets the grid, click over to the 
right border. 


Again, click up one row, move back 
toward the left until you get to the 
ring, click where the ring meets 

the grid, click on the upper grid 
row about midway within the ring, 
click on the left outside ring where 
it meets the grid, click at the left 
border. 


Continue in this way across and up 
the entire shape. 


In short, you are clicking back 
and forth from left edge to right 
edge, making sure to click on the 
ring wherever it meets the grid 
and placing a click point up one 
row inside the ring. The pattern 
appears below with the numbered 
stitch points. (Numbers 15 and 16 
are located at the far right and have 
been cropped out of the image to 
the right.) 
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The magnified image below shows 
how one point is placed inside 

the ring and one row up from the 
previous point. Notice how they 
move slightly toward the center as 


they move up the ring.

It may be necessary to add more 
than one point to get the desired 
arc. Here's how to place the points 
at the top of the circle.

Right click each point inside the 
ring and set to Smooth. All other 
points are Line. 


The stitching works best as a 
continuous line so try not to end 
your Pen line drawing before you 
finish the design. If you do, start 
again with the beginning point 

on top of the ending point and 
continue. When finished, select 
both/all parts, right click and 
Connect. You can also edit points 
with the Shape tool, so no worries. 


Set both circles of the ring to a Run 
/ Standard stitch. Set the square 
border and all of the lines to Run / 
Bean / 3.5" stitch length. The stitch 
sequence should be ring, lines, 
border. 


A Simple Swirl 





Perfect Embroidery Pro has built- 
in designs that work well with this 
technique. Click the drop-down 
arrow for Text Designs / Appliqué 
Shapes / double click Bass. Right 
click the shape / Convert to / 
Artwork. To remove the two circles 
on the right side of the shape, select 
the shape / click the Shape tool / 
click on each point in those circles 
and Delete. 


Edit any other points as necessary. 
Draw a 4" square for the border. 
Size the Bass shape to fit within the 
square. 


Turn on the Grid and use the 
Artwork / Pen tool to set the 
points similar to the way you did 
the circle. This Bass shape has 
multiple “humps” across some of 
the straight lines. Just keep to the 
rule—straight across the grids and 
arc point(s) inside the shape. Look 
at the picture to help in setting the 
points. 























Set the Bass shape to a Run / 
Standard stitch. Set the square 
border and all of the lines to Run 
/ Bean / 3.5" stitch length. Again, 
the stitch sequence should be Bass 
shape, lines, border. 


Tote Construction 

Each block was embroidered in 
the appropriate size hoop with 
tear-away stabilizer. For the 
designs with a heavy stitch count, 
fusible no-show mesh was fused 
to each piece of white fabric before 
hooping. The Run stitch for each 
shape used a thread color that 
matched the fabric; in this case, 
white. It helps define the illusion. 
To allow for the fringed edges, once 
each embroidery design block was 
completed it was trimmed with %" 
seam allowance.

sewing experience can easily create 
this spa/travel bag. Besides having 
the easiest zipper technique you 
will ever stitch, the bag is self-lined 
and quilted. Except for a few hand 
stitches to close the lining and a 
seam to create the bow, the rest is 
made entirely in the hoop. 


Snap Hoop Monster makes 
stitching in-the-hoop projects so 
much easier. Because you will have 
to work on both the front and back 
of the hoop, it is helpful to work in 
a flat frame. 


Prepare Pieces 

Cut all fabric, lining, and batting to 
size according to the instructions 
that are included with the purchase 
of the Eg Cosmetic Bag with Bow 
6x10 embroidery design. Press 
fabric and lining pieces (standard 
quilting cotton). If using satin 

or other lightweight fabrics for 

the outer bag, fuse a layer of 
lightweight interfacing to the 
wrong side. 


Fuse lightweight interfacing to the 
wrong side of the bow fabric. With 
right sides together, sew along the 
long edge to form a tube. Turn it 
right side out and lightly press. 
The original bow was gathered in 
the middle with a band of ribbon. 


Instead, consider jazzing it up 
with a fancy brooch, jewel slide, or 
button for the center of the bow. 


If the accent piece slides on, add 

it before stitching the bow to the 
bag. For embellishments that will 
be stitched or pinned in place later, 
pinch the bow tube in the center 
and add a few hand stitches to tack 
it in place. 


Stitch the Zipper 

Load the Eg Cosmetic Bag With 
Bow 6x10 embroidery file on 

your machine. Hoop Fabri-Solvy 
stabilizer and stitch the first color, 
the placement guide for the zipper.

Remove the hoop. Spray both sides 


of the lower front batting with 
temporary adhesive and place one 
long edge of the batting along the 
stitch line. Finger-press it in place 
on the stabilizer. 





Smooth the lower front fabric over 
the batting, right side up. Keep the 
lower front lining in place. 





Reattach the hoop. Stitch color 
4, the quilting of the lower front 
panel.

Painters tape helps keep fabric 
pieces in place and keeps edges

On the back, secure the upper front 
lining face down along the same 
edge of the zipper. Reattach the 
hoop. Stitch color 5, the tackdown 
of the upper pieces to the zipper. 











Remove the hoop. Spray the 
upper front batting on both sides 
with temporary adhesive, line up 
one long edge with the seam just 
stitched, and finger-press it onto 
the stabilizer.

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front fabric over the batting. Open 
the upper front lining on the back, 
smooth it onto the stabilizer, and 
secure it in place. 





Turn the hoop over and carefully 
clip the stabilizer along the back 
of the zipper. The excess can be 
removed later with a wet cloth or 
cotton swab. Slide the zipper to the 
center of the bag. This step is very 
important—if you forget this step, 
you won't be able to turn your bag 
right side out.

Center the Journey 
template below the embroidered bikes. Leave at least 
3" below the bottom of the text to form the base of the 
tote. 


Hoop the bag, centering the Journey template in the 
hoop. Stitch the design. 








Remove the fabric from the hoop. 


Step 3. Sew 

Baste the headliner to the wrong side of the tote front 
and back sections. Place the front and back sections 
right sides together. Stitch along the sides and bottom. 
To box the bottom corners, fold each corner flat into a 
triangle. Look inside the bag and line up the side seam 
with the bottom seam, pin in place. Measure 2" from 
the point and stitch across the end. 
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Trim the triangle if desired. Turn bag right side 
out and set aside. Pin lining sections right sides 
together. Sew the sides and bottom seam. Box 
the bottom corners. 





Pin the two lengths of cotton webbing for the 
handles in place at the top edge of the tote bag. 
Use the Large Target ruler to evenly space the 
handles. Stitch the webbing to the top tote bag on 
the outside of bag. 


Insert the bag into the lining, right sides facing, 
aligning raw edges. Sew along the top edge of the 
tote to secure the lining to the bag. 


Turn the lining to the inside of the tote bag. Press 
the top edge of the tote. Top stitch the edge to 


create a clean finish. 


Sew the grosgrain ribbon along top edge of tote 
for extra embellishment.

Embroidering 

We used Snap Hoop Monster and 
PAL to hoop the towel. Place Snap 
Hoop Monster's metal frame on 

a non-slip surface under Perfect 
Alignment Laser (PAL). Align the 


centers of the frame with the beams. 





Place tear-away stabilizer over the 
frame. 








Slide the towel under the beam, 
aligning the beam with the target 
sticker. 


Hold the magnetic frame 
perpendicular to the bottom frame at 
the attachment. 





Align the frames and carefully release 
the frame. Keep your hands away 
from the frames while they snap 
together.

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Smooth the towel by gently pulling 


beyond the frame. Verify the edges of 


the frames are aligned and attach to 
the machine. 


Center the needle over the target 
sticker and check the orientation 
of the design. Remove the target 
sticker. Use the Angle Finder to 
find the required rotation if the 
towel is not hooped square. 


Stitch the CalmTeapot design. 
Remove the towel from the hoop 
and remove the tear away stabilizer. 


Make the Scallop Trim 

The CalmScallop design is a run 
stitch, just like sewing two strips 
together so it’s not necessary to add 
stabilizer. Hoop one 9" x 28" fabric 
strip in a5" x 7" hoop as shown. My 
fabric measured 9" x 24" so I placed 
a 3" strip of adhesive water soluble to 
the end of fabric to have something 
to capture in the hoop. That's what is 
visible at the top of the hoop in the 
image below. 





Place a 4" x 21" strip of facing fabric, 
right sides together, on the hooped 
fabric. 
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Attach the hoop to the machine and 
select the CalmScallop design. Move 
the design so that its left edge is about 
¥4” from the raw edge of the 4" strip. 
Stitch the design. 
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Remove the fabric from the hoop. 
Place a strip of painter's tape on the 
edge of the scallop extending into 
the next design area. You'll use the 
tape a visual aid to align the second 
repeat. 





Attach the bottom frame of Snap 
Hoop Monster to the machine. 
Position the needle at the first stitch 
of the design. Place the fabric over 
the frame, aligning the needle with 
the last stitch of the first design. 





Slide the magnetic frame over the 
metal frame. Check the position 
of the needle over the last stitch 
and move the design if necessary. 
Use the trace feature to make sure 
the next set of scallops is square 
with the original. The embroidery 
foot should travel on the edge of 
the painter’s tape as you trace the 
design. 
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Stitch the design. 





Repeat the process for the third set of scallops. 


Remove the hoop and trim the fabric close to the 
stitching line. Leave about ¥%" seam allowance. Clip 
into the peaks but not through the stitches. 





Turn, press. Audition the strip on the towel and 
mark the width of the towel on the strip. Turn 
the strip wrong side out again and sew the side 


seams (same width as towel). Turn right side out. 


Pin the scallop strip to the towel hem, right sides 
together. Stitch the scallop strip to the towel. 
Press. 


If desired, top stitch a length of ribbon or 
rickrack over the seam.

When stabilizing a performance 
fabric garment, it is important 
not to “over stretch” the fabric. 
In general, you want the fabric 
and stabilizer to be taut like a 
tambourine. If you over stretch 
the fabric during hooping, the 
embroidery will appear puckered 
when worn. 


Take into consideration the size 
and stitch count of an embroidery 
design. Left chest logos and 
simple sleeve personalization are 
the best choices for stitching on 
performance fabric. Large center 
chest or full back designs are not 
recommended for this fabric. 


Cut away stabilizer is the 

best solution for embroidery 
on performance knits. Use a 
polymesh or no-show mesh cut 
away stabilizer hooped with the 
garment. 


Performance knits can be very tricky to 
stabilize and hoop for machine embroidery. 
Through the years, | have embroidered 
hundreds of shirts made of this four-way 
stretch fabric. The performance fabric is 

100% polyester and has wicking capabilities. 
“Wicking” is a term used to define fabric that 
pulls or wicks the moisture from the body. 
Performance fabric is light weight, stretchy and 
very comfortable to wear. 


Polymesh stabilizer is available 
in three colors: black, white 

and natural. The natural color 
stabilizer is ideal to use on white 
performance fabric. I do not 
recommend fusible polymesh for 
stabilizing this fabric. You can 
easily damage the fabric when 
applying heat and adhesive to the 
delicate fabric. 


Do not “float” performance 
fabric; this fabric must be 
completely hooped if you 

want the garment to look 
professionally embroidered. If 
the embroidery design is a bit 
dense, use two pieces of stabilizer 
layered together in the hoop. 
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“WHEN IN DOUBT, CUT 
IT OUT”. SOMETHING 
TO REMEMBER WHEN 
EMBROIDERING ON 
FABRIC THAT YOU 
MIGHT NOT KNOW THE 
FABRIC CONTENT. 


Choose the embroidery design 

and select the appropriate size 
hoop. As with all embroidery, 

use the smallest hoop to fit the 
design. Even if an embroidery 
design is 4.02", decrease the size a 
fraction to fit in a 4" x 4" hoop. The 
stabilization is much better in a 
smaller hoop. 


Button all buttons and close any 
zippers when determining the 
placement for the embroidery. Use 
a placement template such as the 
Embroiderer’s Helper to properly 
position the design on the garment. 





Cover your work surface with 
rubber mesh to keep the hoop 
from sliding. Lay the garment on 
the hoop’s outer ring centering 

the target sticker. Gently adjust 

the fabric and stabilizer to remove 
wrinkles or puckers when the inner 
ring is inserted. Do not over stretch 
or tug on the fabric after it is placed 
inside the hoop. 





Turn over the hoop and double 
check if any excess fabric is caught 
underneath the hoop. Notice how 
taut the fabric is? 





Keep the target sticker in place 
until the machine's needle is 
aligned with the cross hair on 
the target sticker. Remove the 
target sticker and add a piece of 
water soluble stabilizer on top of 
the fabric, hold it in place with 

a basting file or tape. Insert the 
hoop into the frame through the 
neckline of the garment. Let the 
fabric hang down in front of the 
machine as shown below.

Stitch the design and remove the 
hoop from the machine. Carefully 
remove the garment from the 
hoop and trim the excess stabilizer 
from the back, holding the bulk of 
the fabric underneath with your 
hand. Always leave \4" of stabilizer 
around the perimeter of design.

The dog embroidery reactions 
could be: that’s a cute dog, I knew 
a dog that looked like that, or I 
wonder how many stitches are in 
this dog design? 


Now for the dog to tell his story... 
Add a splash of color with the 
command “Sit”. And to emphasize 
the command even more, add a 
hand pointing down. 





You can almost hear this dog say, 
“Sit? Sure, I'll sit. What next?” Now 
instead of just a cute dog, we have 
an action, or story, about the dog. 





“Tl just bypass sit, not Collect 
$200, and just plop down right 
here.” 





“You said something? Tennis ball? 


Treat? Fetch? Squirrel? I’m ready!” 


There are similar designs and 
elements in all three types of 

dog designs. Yet there are three 
different stories and personalities 
conveyed. An embroidery picture 
is worth a thousand words. 


Black and white with a splash of 
color. The effect draws attention 
to the color area creating a more 
striking image. A more dramatic 
result is created with a special 
artistic kick and an individual feel. 


Look for inspirations to create 
unique embroidery combinations. 
Look around you and keep your 
eyes open to spark a creative 
thought. The Labrador-sit pillow 
is based on The Hound who is 
sitting next to me. He is always 
ready for fetch and a treat. And he 
sees me point and say “sit” about a 
thousand times a day. 





Keep it simple. Don't over 
complicate the process and design.

Brian: You are an ardent supporter of innovation and 
you have vision about where the industry is going with 
its technology. Where do you see us headed, and are 
there any things you would like to see? 


Great Scott!: I expect to see more virtualization; 
software and storage in the cloud that can be 
accessed with any device. I hope to see more human- 
engineering in sewing machine design; making it 
harder for the end-user to mis-thread or otherwise 
muck up their machine. 


Some manufacturers have included augmented reality 
within their machine. Expect further enhancements 
in virtual reality, pre-visualizing your projects. Virtual 
reality could extend to the camera in your laptop, 
dynamically previewing the design on your wardrobe 
while you are wearing it. How about integrations with 
social media, sharing your preview and hoping for a 
thumbs up. 
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My creative heart would like to see more media. 
We have embellished with roving, and rhinestones, 
sewn with “rope”, couched and corded with varying 
materials and created designs, in the hoop, with dye 
pens. What other tricks can we do with a stabilized, 
framed material? What could you do with a fusing 


attachment that could join vinyl and waterproof seams. 


There was an attachment for 1960s era Singer sewing 
machines that could make a one-thread chain stitch. 
Could we bring back this retro embroidery technique 
reminiscent of Disney-personalized Mickey and 
Donald hats from earlier times?

Some memory cards have outlasted machines that 
were originally purchased in the 1990s. While there 
are still some legacy devices that allow their use, 
digitizing artistry has become more sophisticated. 
Newer designs are technically better, scale larger and 
have a contemporary vibe. Here’s an idea. These vintage 
designs were retired many years ago. Hundreds of 
video games from the 1980s are playable for free on 
the internet. Why not make the older classic designs 
available as an artisan curated, sustainable, free 
download? 


Steve Jeffery, President, Baby Lock USA 





Steve: What do you think is going to be most 
important for the Independent Retailers to prepare for 
3-5 years from now to ensure a secure and profitable 
future of their stores? 
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Great Scott!: Flexibility. Change is constant and the 
ability to stay on trend is critical. My retail store has 
endured over 41 years and bears little resemblance to 
the original retail experience. Home embroidery is not 
much more than 20 years old. Bigger, better, faster has 
been the mantra. Embroidery machines that integrate 
with digital cutters, quilting and creating in-the-hoop, 
cloud software and storage solutions.

We have a customer that embroiders at high profile 
events. Tasked with providing custom on-site 
embroidery at the Coachella Music Festival, like “bad 
acid” at Woodstock, the portable generators put out 
bad, unconditioned power, bricking one machine and 
hobbling two others. Our tech heeded the call, donning 
a tie-dyed shirt and headband, returning from the rabbit 
hole after a 10-hour round trip. 


\Nancy: What is the question that customers should ask 
before they purchase a machine, but rarely do? 


Great Scott!: 1am a touchy-feely kind of guy. Spec 
sheets and internet descriptions do not tell the whole 
story and only speak to one sense. The selection 
experience should appeal to a majority of the 5 senses. 
What does the machine look like? Is it appropriately 
sized for the task or budget? Is the user interface self- 
evident? 


What does it feel like? Is it responsive, easy to thread, 
does it handle fabric well? 


What does it sound like? Does it sound smooth or 
clunky, labored or controlled? 


What does it taste and smell like? Well three out of five 
is not bad. Maybe one day we can have machines that 
smell like chocolate chip cookies.

Michael: Does size really matter - in a sewing machine? 


Great Scott!: Absolutely! Large scale embroidery 
designs have great impact.

Great Scott! Need vs. want. Price is the admission 
ticket to all that is fun: size, features, ease of operation 
and support. Embroiderers are bursting at the seams 
with creativity and high-end machines will enable that 
flow with greater ease. That said, I have seen amazing 
projects that were made on entry-level machines. 


ichael: With so many embroidery designs available 
today, why should I buy embroidery software?
